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TO COGNIZE TROUT 


Individual reasoning is often su- 


perior to spirit guidance, but the 
latter in the majority of cases 1s su- 
perior to the former when rightly 
understood. 

The excathedra dictum of a spirit 
has no more to it than that of a 
mortal. Either one may be ialse, 
true or imperfect (falJacious.) 

The test lies 1), Inthe experience 
or sense-conscious preof ; 2), In the 
analysis or logical sequence : 3), In 
the liscernment or SOUL-FEELING. 

The first may or may not be with- 
in range. If not, the analysis must 
be tried, but that needs mentality— 
a naturally logical mind or educa- 
tion. The third method of knowing 
the truth of a proposition rests in 
feeling it as aforenamed. 

It is said that knowing a truth 
without feeling it is but haif passes- 
sion. This proposition is proved by 
facts. The inebriate and the sol- 
dier in the heat ot battle seidom re- 
alize an iniury fully until they begin 
to FEEL it. So it is with many a 
truth. Like the soldier knowing of 
his wound we may know of a truth, 
and not feel it—-thus not being in 
full possession of it. 

To feei it is the effect of a spirit- 
ual vift. Not simply inspiration, 
for that only implies nerve-, and 
subsequently brain-sensitiveness, de- 
velopable through education in con- 
sunction with physical temperance 
or abnegation. But to tecla truth 
Spiritually or at the centre of exist- 
ence soul-sensitiveness is required. 

As brain sensitiveness is attained 
by a control over the unsprritual 
Sensations of the body or spirit, so 
heart er soul sensitiveness is attain- 
ed by a control of the unspiritual 
emotions as jealousy, prejudice and 
unkindivy feelings generallv-—and be- 
coming acute comparative to the 
superior vibration of the spiritual 
over the animal or material—good 
wiil over jealousy, charity over prej- 
udice, and love over ill-feeling. 

In that state of spirituality the 
recipient or hearer needs neither ex- 
perience nor logica! reasoning as 
proct. The test lies in the scul’s 
cognition of a truth, foronly perfect 
¢ruth will unite with causation, of 
which the soul is a spark or concep- 
tion. 

Thus te be able to cognize truth or 
estimate its full value, enforce soul- 
growth by curbing the aforenamed 
animal emotions or impulses. In 
other words, add positive love to in- 
telectuality or physical purity. 

Either of the last named without 
love or charity (ielt, not merely spo- 
ken) makes the ungraduated spirit; 
and with selfishness or hate artach- 


ed. the hypocrite or ‘‘whited sepul- 
chre”. The intellectualist, pure and 
simple, can only cognize truth by 


experience or testimony equal to it; 
while the soul sensitized bv love or 
spirituality knows it without proof, 
tor such lives in the causal elements 
of truth itself and finds no difficulty 
in covnizing its own.

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A NEW OBJECTION.

Survival Proved By Clairvoyance. 

Professor Vincenzo Tummolo. the 
noted opponent of materialistic 
scientific eomceptions of life and 
thought activity. writes, in ‘La 
Ntova Parola’ on ‘Clairvoyance and 
Survival.’ He reviews some of the 
explanations that have been oftered 
as to the phenomena of clairvoy- 
anca, and gives his own conclusions 
in the following terms:— 

. One of the bulkwarks of mater- 
ialism is, a$ we have seen, the fact 
that the physio-psychic functions 
are performed by meansof the bodi- 
ly organs, and that when these 
latter are injured the action of the 
psychic function becomes abnormal. 
Now, the phenomenon of clairvoy- 
ance proves to us that this is not 


„always the case, and that certain 


persons can see without the use of 
their eyes, even w hen the object is 
enclosed in an opaque box or sealed 
envelope. 

‘When we observe that the clajr- 
voyant, far irom seeing less thaa he 
could with his eves, sees more 
clearly and to greater distances 
without using them, how can we 
escapé the conclusion that the ap- 
paratas of the eve is only given ts 
as an aid to sight, and not as the 
actua) means of vision? If, then, 
it is not really the body of the 
clairvoyant that sees, what else can 
it be but the spirit? 

‘When we observe further that, 
as the slumber becomes more pro- 
found, the vividness and extent of 
the clairvoyant’s vision also in- 
creases—-and as it appears evident 
that itis just at this time that he 
can push his visual faculty the 
farthest—how can we help conclud- 
ing that the more the activity of 
the organism DIMINISHES, the more 
that of the spirit INCREASES; the 
more it becomes lucid, intelligent.

Governor Bell, of Vermont. re- 
prieved Mary Rogers, the murder- 
ess, at the last moment, but the re- 
prieve ends on June fifth and the 
Governor declares that she must 
hang on that date;it wasonly when 
four of his deputies besought him to 
commute her sentence, in fact it 
was only when they absoluteiy re- 
fused to do the hanging. that the 
Governor was driven to the wall. 

These deputies, like the Gover- 
ernor, had received hundreds of let- 
ters from different parts of the 
country and their callous souls were 
touched at last. But stern Gover- 
nor Bell, true to the hardness which 
has characterized him inthis matter 
declares that the deputies shal! be 
discharged from the office. 

Grimlv he savs, ‘“Noconsideration 
in given in granting this repricve to 

i the complaints made by outsiders 
that the laws of Vermont are crusi 
and barbarous. I believe that the 
laws of Vermont are just and mer- 
ciful and express the will and wish 
of the people of the state and the 
best judgment of the enlightened 
people of the commonweaith. I 
shail not, by any act of mine at- 
tempt to thwart the expressed will 
of the people or undertake to change 
the policy of our law in regard to 
capital punishment.” 

It certainly looks as if the gover- 
nor was catering tothe people of 
Vermont simply for another term of t 
office. The case of Mrs. Ecwards 
in Phnadelphia is paraBei to that 
of Mary Rogers; the former was s:n- 
tenced to be hanged for murder and 
people from afl parts of the world 
atitioned the legislature for a com- 
mutation of sentence. In Mrs. Ed- 
wards case her past historv revealed 
the fact that there werecertain pre- 
natal conditions which might have 
been responsible for her murderous 
deed. She had been an unwelcome 
chiid and two attempts to destroy

they must have a good constitution 
under which to hive. But because 
ofan mtctior organization they can- 
met realize this high standard of 
justice, and so at once this high- 
minded statesman begins to reach 
about, and the inferior tess and 
politician and the trickery of dem- 
ocracy live, whereby the power cr 
tustice and liberty and law are used 
to «leteat democracy. 

This ideal is in conilict with the 
latter conditions of life, and in this 
struggle there is only one power by 
which victory can be obtained. 
Mankind coming cannot be redeem- 
ed by laws or legislation. But 
man is to be redeemed and high 
orvanizations are to be born when 
there are better mothers and fathers 
provided for the human race. So 
that the first and primal condition 
for a higher civilization is to attain 
to a consciousness of human pro- 
gress, a real knowledge of the laws 
out of which come high states of 
organic development. Love does 
not make the best marriage, but 
intellectual development, moral ad- 
vancement and love wil] make the 
best marriage for the best progress 
of life, organization, capital and 
society. When you see children 
born devoid of vitality, sent to an 
educational plant to grind out the 
strength which is init, it is not 
in the nature of that child to accon- 
piish anything in the regeneration 
of society. Buta child may have 
too mucheducation,—the school may 
make a nation and it may kil! it; 
the education of the vouth. with the 
lack of physical development, may 
and will deteriorate the natien. 
Whence have come the vreat states- 
men ot America, the great intellects 
which have stirred the pulse of 
vour country, and made your ilag 
glorious over all the seas’ Thev 
have come from the mountains and 
tie rarms: the men staiwarr, with 
noile physical mothers, the men 
with noble, physical fathers. It is 
Wrong, itis a mistake tọ despise 
the body. Ideal Spitualists mav re- 
gret that they have bodies. but it is 
necessary for your genius to have a 
framework in which to cXpress its 
hfe Healthy minds live in healthy 
badies. Healthy nations must have 
healthy sens, or their powers, their 
intustry, will decay. 

Will modern nations decev as the 
creat nations of antiquity decaved? 
Never, never! Mechanism and 
ideality have come tothe service of 
the race. The Indian has left the 
hedge m mortal states and spirit 
trorms. His ideality has left pic- 
turesque America in the psychic 
sphere of the spirit hfe and its en- 
vironment, but on the carth-plane 
he lacked ideality: he lacked the 
power ot the ideal. 

Spain, m o7 Spain, once the lead- 


ing nation or Europe, now one of 
the poorest. What is che matter 
with thee? Oh Ireland, Ireland, 


the <recn gem of the sea. what is 
the matter with thee’ Why are 
thy hils uncultivated? Why are 
thy sois and daughters all over the 
world? Their ideality has been at- 
tached to a dogmatic system of 
despotic Roman Cathoitetsm, which 
has heil and crushed their civiliza- 
tion. No nation can rise to great- 
ness with its ideality religiously en- 
siaved. No nation can rise to the 
highest development of art with its 
creative ideality enslaved cither by 
man or by schools. No nation can 
rsotoe grandeur, to hherty. to power, 
that is tied to the ideals of the past. 
New ideas and new necess:ties.—the 
Monroe Doerriné may do fer a dav, 
for certain circumstances.—1t may 
be a crushing power when circum- 
stances have changed, for verily it 
shail be that on the face of this 
carth there shali be a unite of nati- 
cnal power and co-operative cons- 
titutional zovernment. world 
shall be fecerated. 

There are three great empires, 
ecminy an this worid.—hkhneown 
by ditrerent names. — Russia 
is coming, the British empire is 
coming. and America is coming! 
These three combined empires will 
‘ap into the bosom of intelectua! 
freedom and material progress the 
whole world, because of the mech- 
anical capabilitv of their genius. 
These nationaiities wil have an 
automaton in expression of intel- 
lect, utility, Jiberty and power. 
The disputes in the interests of 
tiberty and justic will be adjusted 
without a drawn sword. But the 
ideality of the universe. the real-

ization of the conditions of mech- 
anical enterprise, will make war im- 
possible. When that day shail 
come, when the mighty engines of. 
nature’s power shall be controled 
and used by the intellect and ideal- 
ity, no nation will, with a head on 
it at all. wil! seek to make war with 
the collective intellect of the world. 
Out of pure force. will rise power, 
and out of power, wisdom, and 
then a better day, then the world 
will be one, then the disputations of 
theolcgians will be heard no more, 
then the idealitv of God will be en- 
dowed with philosophical conscious- 
ness, and then Thomas Paine wiil 
write on thesky ‘‘The world is my 
country, to do good is my religios!” 
Then there will be love and 
mechanical enterprise, then there 
will be an ideal statesman whose 
thought will be for the harmonizing 
of the human race. Not who shall 
be president, governor or postmas- 
ter shall be of most absarbing in- 
terest, but the ideal statesman, in 
the vision of a broad coasciousness, 
will see the necessities of his time.

will live in the heart of his ple, 
and the ideals of the people of the 
past will stir up bis blood, and the 
monument shall bea totem for 
future ages.
